The re- 
port points out that under present con- 
ditions the farmer gets only about 3 
cents a quart for milk which is de- 
livered to the consumer at 14 cents 
a quart. 

Uses Milkmen’s Own Figures. 

“ According to the testimony of the 
distributors when we took up the situa- 
tion’ with them last October,” says the 
report, “they were paying the farmer 


$3.70 a hundred pounds for milk, and | 
selling bottled milk for 16 cents per 
They | 
said in order to reduce the price of 


quart and 10 cents per pint. 


milk 1 cent a quart it would be neces- 
say for the wholesale price to drop 
45 cents a hundred pounds. 

“Taking their own figures and al. 


lowing them the same overhead—al-_ 
though most of the items, such. as. 


gasoline, tires, and feed, have been 
reduced—there should be a reduction 
of 4 cents a quart, now that the pres- 
ent price a hundred pounds is only 
$2.05. By their own figures the dis- 


‘tributors should now be selling milk 


much cheaper than at present. 
Assails Marketing Company. 

The report then takes up the activ- 
ities of the Milk Producers’ Co- 
operative Marketing company. It de- 
clares practically all the farmers sel! 
this company. 
Originally, the report says, the com- 
pany took 1 per cent of the price ob- 
tained for its expenses. Now, it says, 
the charge to the farmers is 10 per cent 
of the amount realized from the sale of 
their milk. 

Mr. Poole charges farmers have told 
him they have been threatened and 
coerced in many ways to join the com- 
pany. He says after the company has 
taken off its 10 per cent and freight 
has been paid, the farmer receives only 
$1.47 a hundred pounds for his milk, 
or approximately 3 cents @ quart. 

“The farmer is dissatisfied with his 
3 cents a quart,” he says, “and the 
consumer at having to pay 14 cents

LEADERS BAR 
HALL BENCH RAID 


Ballots Out for Lawyers’ Referendum on 
Circuit Court Candidates. 


The board of managers of the Chicago Bar association yester- 
day emphatically urged its membership to indorse and support the 
| nonpartisan coalition judicial ticket as a unit. 

Upon the recommendation of the committee on stalin which 
consists of nine former presidents of the association, the board of 
managers, which includes the present officers and eleven other mem- 
bers, submitted to the full membership a referendum to determine 
the sentiment of the organization as a whole. 

With the ballots in the mail went the report of the committee 
on candidates which was concurred in by the board of meanngpre. 
This report follows: 


“ The public and the bar, at this time, face a situation unprece- 
dented in this county. Twenty judges of the Circuit court are about 
to be chosen at one election. It is plain that if any one party or any 
one faction should be able to control, for ulterior purposes, the 
election of the entire Circuit bench, the result would be disastrous. 
Control over the judiciary is of itself a public menage, ‘the baneful 
effect of which is not destroyed by the character’ of an individual 
judge. 
“ The situation at this time is especially ominious. The Circuit 
bench controls the number of employes in important county offices, 
and this power has always been regarded as a great political asset. 
But more important and far reaching than this is its power to appoint 
the members of the South Park board. 

“The South Park district is about to embark on a vast con- 
struction enterprise ; $20,000,000 in bonds have already been voted, 
and the.consummation of the plan will demand further bond issues, 
the enormous sum of which will approximate $70,000,000. The 
expenditure of this vast sum will be in the hands of the board 
selected by the new Circuit bench. ) 


wand Hall Ignores Invitation to Conference. on 
“ Viewing the situation as unprecedented, your committer sought 


| to confer with the managers of all parties and factiOng, but at no 


time could we induce the dominant, or city hall, faction ofthe Repub- 
lican party hf participate in any conference. . We. learned that this 
faction planned to exclude from its ticket fifteen or more of the 
sitting judges. 

“From these facts we were forced to the conclusion that that 
organization, which had already acquired complete control of the

of all of the sitting judges who would accept the nomination, whether 
Kepublicans or Democrats. 


Fourteen Sitting Judges on the Ticket. 

‘We were satisfied that all of the sitting judges who were 
likely to accept such nomination were satisfactory to a great majority 
of the bar; that the bar and the public well recognize that satisfac- 
tory service on the bench should be rewarded by re-election, and 
that the return of a great majority of the present sitting judges 
would. more surely than any other means prevent the domination 
of the Circuit bench by a political faction for any improper purpose. 

“ Our efforts to that end have been effective. Fourteen of the 
sitting judges have been renominated by a coalition of the Demo- 
cratic party and the factions of the Republican party opposed to the 
city hall. In our judgment, the ticket as a whole merits the support 
of the bar. If this ticket prevails the Circuit bench will not be the 
tool of.any party or any faction; nor will it submit, in either South 
Park board or jury commission appointments, to the dictates of any 
ring, nor will it, in the discharge of its judicial duties, bend to the 
will of any official power. 

“ We believe that these considerations are more weighty at thts 
moment than the retention in office of two or three judges, however 
satisfactory their services may have been, who, nevertheless, would 
be in a hopeless minority in voting for the selection of South Park 
commissioners and jury commissioners.

“ Regardless of questions of personal preference and party affilia- 
tion, we believe that all who appreciate the vital importance of free 
and independent judges should unjte to resist this assault upon the 
judiciary. The plans of the powerful faction now striving, for tts 
own purposes, to gain control of the bench cannot be defeated exce. >t 
by a unity of purpose and action. 

“We believe that this assault cannot be defeated unless the coali- 
tion ticket be supported as a whele and the city hall ticket be de- 
feated as a whole. We therefore recommend that the members of 
the association now record their judgment upon this matter and their 
choice between these two tickets. by voting upon the ballot in the 
form submitted herewith.”

‘Most Important 


for Attainment 


By Observer 


Wednesday, May 4—The 
greatest mistake in life is to 
pass all of one’s time in study- 
ing the other man and his 
methods, according to Gordon J. 
Hargrave, prominent human 
analyst and vocational adviser, 
who spoke at noon today before 
the Character Analysis club in 
the West room of the Sherman 
hotel. While on the rostrum 
Mr. Hargrave spoke of the 
physical characteristics that 
mark various mental tendencies. 
[t was after the lecture that he 
mentioned, the futility of using 
character analysis purely in an 
objective -way. 

“To get the best results from 
character analysis it should be 
used first in a subjective man- 
ner,” declared Mr. Hargrave to 
the writer.

ABOUT SNAKE POISON. 
CORRESPONDENT invites me to 
read an account 

the pdisonous qualitiegof certain 

serpentssand other animals writ- 
ten by aimed ot the Phisalix family. 
and abstracted this ac- 
count appears in several American pe- 
riodicals. I thought the letter had a 
ha ha ring and the title of the article, 
“ All Serpents Are Venomous,” confirmed 
the impression. 

As a scientific contribution the Phisalix 
study was all right, but it did not change 
my position at all. I hold that the com- 
mon wild fear of snakes is wnjustified: 
that there are very few snakes of any 
American species which carry a deatity 
dose of poison. 

The French study showed that fifteen 
minims of blood serum of a common 
grass snake injected into the veins wil 
kill a frog, a sparrow, or a guinea pig. 
That all lower vertebrates are more or 
less poisonous. This includes fish, eels, 
and frogs. The poison war extracted 
from these animals and injected hypo- 


ing them when the dose was sufficiently 
large. In all instances the poisonous ani- 
mals did not poison when taken as food. 
To get the poisonous éffect it was neces- 
Sary to get around the liver by injecting 
the poison into the tissues or into the 
blood.

This is a good place to thank the 
kind friends who send me newspaper 
clippings about cases of fatal snake bite. 
I have recq@ived more than twenty clip- 
pings, taken from more than ten different

I have come to the conclusion that 
there are two or three fatalities due to 
rattlesnake bite inf Texas each year. 
There are one or two occurring yearly 
in the far northwest, principally Oregon 
and Washington, and somewhere about 


_ one more on the average in other por- 
\ tions of the west. There are 100,000,000 
_ people here, and the number dying each

As figured here. the hous® is newly 
built, and lacks the close planting of 
shrubs and vines whicn wi! complete 
th warm welcome of the bul! ling .:nes. 
Any stucco dwelling calls for the close 
companionship of growing things, and 
here there is no reason for not yielding 
to the call. Vines cannot cling close 
enough to hurt this house, »or bring 
Ccampness throvgh its walls. 

Those walls are of hollew iile, cov- 
ered wit:. magnesite stuces, and the 
eir spaces of the tile form an impene- 
trable barrier to moisture.

If 
ambitious climbers reach the rovf, they 
still can do no harm, for wnt roof is 
covered with asphalt shingles. 

In a word, this house contains the 


‘smallest practicable amount of mate- 


rial that can either rot or burn, and 
that little is carefully protected from 
flames and decay. 

The inviting porch forms the most 
Gelightful of reception rooms, as well 
as lounginmg quarters in the restful 
part of the day. If necéssary, owing 
to local conditions, all but the entrance 
part can be screened and glazed; but it 
would be better to do without these 
things, if possible. The front door 
leads into a passage which broadens to 
a2 central] hall, with the stairs to the 
upper floor at the back and a coat 
closet beside and under the landing 
of the staircase. 

At the right of the hall {s the living 
room, 13x24 feet.

material for pattern No, 9662, 

and you can have a smart look- 
ing dress without much labor. Plaids 
in themselves are so decorative, little 
or no trimming is needed. 

To get the right effects in plaids, 
stripes, or many figures it is absolutely 
necessary that they are cut to match 
and are put together in the seams to 
get the best effects. This arranged for, 
the greater part of your work is over. 

The dress is cut In one plece—that 
is, the waist and skirt are not cut 
separately, and there are just seams 
on the shoulders and under the arms. 
At a hip depth the skirt part is cut 
out each side beyond the under arm 
seams, and this extension is gathered 
and set on to the waist part. For size 
36 the skirt measures 2 yards at the 
bottom. 

Now about working so that the plaid 
will match in the seams. Cut the front 
out first, marking the seam lines clear- 
ly; then turn the seam in on one side 
of the skirt part and lay it against the 
uncut material so that the plaids 
match, and of course be as saving as 
possibile. 

While the two pieces are laid to- 
gether so they match, pin the pattern 
for the back on the uncut material, 
pinning it on so that the skirt sec- 
tions come together perfectly, and cut 
the back out. Then turn to the under 
side and cut where the cloth is pinned, 
allowing the seam beyond the pins. 

When ready to baste the seams to- 
gether lay’ your work on a large table, 
and, beginning at the bottom one one of 
the skirt seams, pin the turned in edge 
of one side ‘of the skirt on to the seam 
line of the section it i to be basted to, 
so that the plaids match perfectly. 
Pin the seam together at close inter- 
vals, sticking the pas in horizontally 
to the seam. 

Then with basting cotton hem the 
turned in edge to the other seam line, 
just catching in the edge of the folded 
seam. Then you can turn the dress to 
the wrong side; baste and stitch.

Having 
a knowledge of the principles govern- 
ing dough, we may almost choose at 
random from any authentic source, I 
tried this the other day, having in 
mind to discover how one of our horn» 
economics people settled the relation 
between sour milk and flour, but I 
juggied the ingredients a bit, as fo!- 
lows: 

One-half cup of white flour sifted 
with two teaspoons of baking powder, 
three-fourths of a teaspoon of soda, 
and a teaspodm of salt; two cups of 
graham flour; one-third cup of sugar 
dissolved and beaten with one and a 
half cups of sour milk; one-fourth cup 
of shortening. To lighten the graham 
‘Bift it partly, then pour what is in the 
sieve back with the sifted part, mix 
this a the white flour thoroughly, 
then stir them, part at a time, into the 
liqujd. 

Add the melted fat last, or the recipe, 
partly followed, said mix it with the 
sugar and sour milk, for one small loaf 
taking fifty minutes to bake. I baked 
five small loaves almost that length of 
time. They were put into a hot oven, 
the fire lowered and increased again 


to other people it may have been no 
new thing, that salted peanuts with 
the salt rubbed off in a little flour make 
a most satisfactory addition to an egg 
dough well sweetened. After rubbing 
them with the flour this was sifted off 
and the nuts put through a coarse disk 
of the food chopper. This bread cut in 
deliciously thin slices. 

One egg, one-half cup of sugar, one 
cup of milk, two and a half cups of 
flour sifted with three teaspoons of 
baking powder, and one teaspoon of 
salt, one cup of chopped nuts, stirred 
into the dough at the last. Bake in 
moderate oven, but one quite hot at 
start.

EW YORK—They tell a droll

Their underlying motive they de- 
scribe as “both spiritual and patri- 
otic.” They wish to unite in a biennial 
message to dress designers warning 
them that “we stand forever on 
guard.” They declare that their aim is 
*not so much to influence the smart 
as to keep the country sound.” (This 
division between the “smart” and the 
“sound” is interesting and intriguing, 
because the “smart” are so often loud 
that, well, you see it is not everybody 
who can distinguish the difference be- 
tween them.)

Arbiters of Dress Warned. 

The idea is to interest women’s clubs 
already formed, and where this is not 
possible to cal] parlor meetings, which 
shall arange to canvass the state by 
mail and otherwise so to arouse the 
mothers of the land that the famous 
cottumiers who set the modes for the 
women of the occident shall tremble 
and totter on their perches. 

If this happens it will be the first 
time in history that these supreme ar- 
biters have ever recognized a power 
greater than theirown.

A spiritual 
rebirth is due, but vainly one scans 

, the horizon for sign of its coming. 
Nothing but the prevailing’ darkness 
gives hope that it is at hand. Wher- 
ever the watcher turns he sees only 
evidence of a crumbling civilization. 

Certainly nothing in the fashions in- 
dicates the renaissance, unless it be 
that the very nakedness of the styles 
is clearing the way for a new mode of 
coverifg and concealing the body. Cer- 
tainly not in the memory of living 
women have the fashions in female at- 
tire been so wholesome, so comfortable, 
so sanitary. 

In Paris the plump, large waisted 
woman is much more admired than 
here. They have no use over there for 
our slim, flat chested dames. Their 
emphasis the “femme féconde, fer- 
tLe” is bua visible expression of that 
tremendous desire of France today to 
increase her population so as to cope 
better with her prolific neighbor and 
hereditary foe. Viewed in this light, 
the fashion makes the heart ache, not 
thrill. 

To us Americans there is no such

So the words “ decorative portraits " 
are justified. One may like them or 
not; be disappointed or delighted; ap- 
prove or deprecate—it does not matter.

One could look far for a more strik- 
ing canvas than the portrait of his 
wife, Mercedes De Acosta ’—a start- 
ling, impressive presentation in black 
and white. One could look far for a 
more lovely conception than is found 
in “Cassandra,” a slip of a girl in 
black.
